No one who has watched the procee lings of 
the recent Colonial Conference can fail to be 
struck with the fact that they brought to 
hghtinany dificultivs, whieh hid hardty, ag 
del, beyn taken infu aevount in respeet to 
the, formation uf an Taper al Coupeil. 
Not withstandiug the many patriotio duchir- 
ations aud bigh fown y oxt-prandial speeches 
it mitst have been evident to aay unbiassed 
observer, that the mojority of the Colonial 
Premiers showed themselves still w long way 
of anything like a real feeling of unity 
themselves und the rest ef the 
Eupire, Eaely Colony waxed great on.some 


between 


particular niatter which would’ be of special 
advantage to i 


and conparatively 
small interest: was ‘shown by any iv the 
grant yuestions which coueem the whole 
Empire, and which are really those of the 
inost. imporkanee, ‘This was, however, only 
what might be naturally expected. There 
is a certain localiym (if, (he. word hay De 
alowed) developed in the Colonies which ig 
not ‘easily got fd of by men belonging 
tu then, aud which it is especiniby a ifien lt, 
for Colonial Premiers to set aside. My. 
Chanberlin, when he was is South Africa, 
was sufticiently bold to tell the Colonists 
there plainly that he could ng but regret to 
find them “very provincial.” This expres. 
sion dos not exactly define what he wag 
referring to but, was a sufficiently near 
‘Acerription of the sentiments which all 


‘{ Colonists entertain and which will ronstitute 


ono of tho greatest obstacles in the way of 
the formation of any Imperial Council or 
other Body who eah act ss a permanent 
adviser on Imperial Affairs. In point of 
faet the whole idea of ao Empire is in. 
a sense furciga to Colonial minds, The 
Colonics, not without somé show of 
reason, are averar to regarding themee'ves’ 
merely as a part of one Great Empire, and 
ag though they had a national existance 
of their own, and they Jiabitually contre 
every ‘yueation that arises upon, their own 
particular Colony and estimate the import- 
ance of every measure not as it may affect 
the Empire aga whole, but ug it may directly: 
benefit. thetnselves. If cannot Le denied that 
the majority’ of the questions which were 
Qisenssed, were. approached very mach in 
thie epirit ; and that while there was on tho 
surtace a very sntislactory show of frater- 
nity and goodwill, aa- undercurreat . of 
individuality on the part of different 
Colonics was at tines somewhat noticeably 
apparent. Tt ik worthy of note that 
ciocident with the sitting of the Colonial 
Conference in London, a proposal was mate 
in Australia to submit to the Home Goyirn- 
wet the question whethor the Common: 
wealth might vot have tha right conesle | 
to it of appoiating ils am Lieutenant 
Governors tu thy ditferent Colonioy, ‘This 
shuwa how strongly the Colonisty there 


are imlued*with feeling of antagonism to 


anything like Contral Authority at home 
and how much will have tu he done befare

Lord Young, whore dvath we have previously 
announced, was tho witliest man as well os ono 
of the ablest mon, on the Scottish Bonch: 
Mr, Cooper, of The Ecotamaa, in his “ Editor's 
Retrospice ,” rolates meeting Lord Young in 
Edinburgh in August and greeting him with 
“Hello! I thought all decent people were out 
of town." “ Well,waa the reply, “have you 
seen anything to make you alter yonr opinion ? 
T haven't.” . . ‘ 

Mr. Guthrie, K.C,, appoarod in the Second 
Division, and, in opening a case on appeal 
began ihna:—" My Lords, my client ia a Free 
Church minister." Before ho got ony further 
he was interrupted be Lord Young with tho 
ramark-—“ Well, he may: by a very decent man 
for ‘all that.” 

To ono clerical deputation he addressed the 
query, “To what religions boly do you belong ;

It had been genérally stated of late that ihe 
cawpaign now being sonductad in Formosa owed 
its orgin Holely to General Visccint Sakama’s 
conviction that it woukl bo a disgrace to 
leave tho tnvagou any longer in possession 
of cuo balf of the island. ut although the

Surveys hed first’ to be ‘made, ond this work 
having beon recently comploted, the “ Naniwa” 
and the ‘ Tukaohino " left Keelung on (ho gurd 
inet,, having on beard Mr, Jwai, Chief of the»

MINERALS IN INDIA. 


“The fature of India’s maguificent mineral 
resources is engaging the earnest consideration 
of the Goverument of India, One of the impor. 
tant facts recognised was the adoption of the 
economic gaology in the scheme of the Geologi- 
cal Survey of India, for whieh the present 
Diroolor,, Mr. ‘f, H. Holland, is reaponsible. 
He foresaw the poss' bilities of India’s mineral 
productions, and bas been vary aotiveink oping 
the matter before the public. We find evidence 
of ‘this in the report of the Geological Surrey 
of India for 19 6, ia which it is recorded that 
the Director was placed on official duty by tha 
Secrotary last year, with the objoct of visiting 
certain metallurgical and chemica! work in 
England aod Irelsud an@ obtaining informa- 
tion on sporial points having o bearing on 
Indian mineral products which have come into 
prominence during the Inst two yotre, and 
which. aro believed to occur in danntilies and 
ander conditicus promising for development. 
Aoco:rding to the report data wore obtained 
more espeoially in connection with the following 
points :—(1) The suitability of Indian bauxite 
for the manufacture of pure aluminas for export 
to uluminium smelting works ; (2} the utilization 
of bye-produots in coke-making: (3) the ores 
fuitable for the smelting of copper and_the 
manufacture of copper sulphate and s'phuric 
acid; (4) the question of exporting the richor 
and purer ores of iron and the manufacture of. 
iron and ateel in [odia; (5) the comparison of 
Indian manganese ores with those recvived from 
other parts of -tho world st the steel works [n 


the North of England; (6) the question of 
manufactaring ferromangavese and epiegoloison 
in India. The Director's report on all these 
important matters bas been submitted to the 
Government of Endia.— Englishman, :
